Almost every organization in the 
West is protesting to Ottawa, but it 
is very desirable that a large number 
of protests from individuals go in 
also. There is a movement on foot in 
all the rural districts of the West to 
induce as many persons as possible 
to protest personally, and it is not 
improbable that a change will be 
made if a real flood of letters is sent 
in. 

Our Social Credit M.P.’s from Al- 
berta are entirely without influence 
at Ottawa, so it will be better to ad- 
dress our protests to Hon. Mr. Euler, 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
Ottawa. No stamp is required. Just 
write a short letter 6f protest to Mr. 
Euler at Ottawa and put O.H.M.S. in 
the corner. Please have every adult 
member of the family send one at 
once, 

I think that the western wheat sit- 
uation could be met at no great cost 
to the Dominion treasury if the wheat 
board would issue each year a cer- 
tificate to the head of every resident 
farm family in the wheat provinces, 
entitling him to sell 1,000 bushels of 
‘wheat to the wheat board at $1.20 for 
No. 1, Fort William.

Royal Visit Broadcasts. 

Elaborate arrangements for radio 
coverage of the visit to Canada of 
Their «Majesties King George and 
Queen Elizabeth were recently cum- 
pleted at a Toronto conference of net- 
work officials. 

Arrival of the royal party will wit- 
ness an all-time record in Canadian 
radio history ug fifty engineers and 
announcers ar: assigned to broadcast 
this nistoric event. The King is 
scheduled to make five speeches in 
Canada, while Queen Elizabeth, ac- 
cording to present plans, will make at 
least one public address. Most of the 
formal talks by the royal couple will 
be heard over the nationwide network 
of the CBC and will be heard in 
Northern and Central Alberta through 
CJCA. 

Details of Their Majesties’ depart- 
ure from Portsmouth, England, on 
board the battleship H.M.S. Repulse, 
on Saturday, May 6, will be broadcest 


Queen start their itinerary in Canala 
will be shortwaved from the C1na- 
dian cruiser “Saguenay” in the St. 
Lawrence River. : 

A spectacular demonstration has 
been atranged for Monday, May 15, 
when the Repulse arrives at the City 
of Quebec river front. Here the roy- 
al entourage will head a huge parade 


from the St. Lawrence to the Govern-' 


ment Buildings. Later King George 
will deliver a speech at a_ formal 
luncheon in the Chateau Frontenac 


which will be heard by CJCA listen- | 


ers. From Quebec the royal party 
proceeds to Montreal and then on to 
Ottawa, where the King is scheduled 
to speak at the ceremonies Thursday, 
May 18th, marking unveiling of a war 
memorial in the Plaza. 

Queen Elizabeth makes what will 
probably be her only public address 
when she talks at a Supreme Court 
building cornerstone laying exercise 
in Ottawa the same day. 

Turf history will be made in Toron- 
to on Monday, May 22nd, when the 
King is expected to make some brief 
remarks at the running of the King's 
Plate event in Woodbine Park. It 
will be the first time a British Mon- 
arch actually has presented the trophy 
to the owner of the winning horse. 

What may prove to be the climax 
of the royal trip through Canada is 
slated for Wednesday, May 24, “Brit- 
ish Empire Day’. A one-hour broad- 
cast is to be aired from Winnipeg, 
where the King will respond to mess- 
ages received from Australia, New 
Zealand, South Africa, Southern Rho- 
desia, Jamaica, India, Newfoundland 
and the British Isles.

A good test is to look at one’s shoes. ; 
\If these become muddy after a tramp’ 
through the garden it is best to go! 
back to the fire side and read a seed 
catalogue or a book. Another test is 
to take a handful of the soil and| 
squeeze firmly. If it compacts into 
a ball it is too wet to be worked with 
safety, if it merely crumbles, digging 
may commence. ; 
| ‘Texture of both heavy and light soil 
will be immensely improved by the 
|digeine in of well rotted manure, de- 
caying leaves or other garden refuse. 
|This sort of thing adds humus and 
lmniature absorbing powers to light 
soil, makes the heavy kind more 
lamendable to spade and fork. 
| No Hurry . 
| The beginner is warned against too 
deep, too early and too close planting ; 
of vegetables and flower seeds. Nas-! 
turtiums, peas, beans, corn and such 
large seeds should go in about an inch 
or so and be planted at least three or 
four inches apart. Tiny seed like alys- 
sum, poppy and onion is merely press- 
ed into the soil. Before sowing mix 
with a little sand to help spread the 
sowing more evenly. 

Good Sced 

It is impossible to over-emphasize 
the importance of good seed. Other 
factors may be beyond control but 
the gardener has absolute check over 
this foundation. Weather, soil and 
location may be ideal but without 
good seed, specially selected to suit 
_Canadian conditions, the garden is go- 
ing to be a failure. 

First Vegetables 

First vegetables to be planted in the 
‘spring are spinach, all sorts of lettuce, 
;radish and peas. Once upon a time 
| gardeners advised against the early 
sowing of peas for fear seed might 
rot in wet, cold soil. There is scant 
| danger of this however, and biggest 
crops invariably come from early 
; Planting. Garden peas, like sweet 
| Peas, make their growth in cool wea- 

er. : 

Second planted vegetables will be- 
carrots, beans, cabbage, potatoes and 
similar things. Thesé will resist a fair 
amount of cold. Tender vegetables 
include corn, melons, cucumbers and 
tomatoes. Nothing is to be gained 
by planting these before danger of 
|frost is over. : 

With most vegetables it is advisable 
to make at least three sowings a week 
or two apart in order to spread the 
harvest that much longer over the 
season. With peas this spreading out 
is secured by sowing three kinds, an 
early, a medium and a late variety 
which will result in a continuous sup- 
ply of green peas for the table from 
mid-June until late July. 

Proper thinning, frequent cultiva- 
tion and an occasional application of 
‘some good commercial fertilizer will 
,keep vegetables growing quickly and 
quick eons makes for tenderness.
